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URBAN BRONZE COINS OF SMALL 

DENOMINATION FROM THE PROPONTIS AREA 

WITH IMAGES OF A CONICAL VESSEL WITH TWO 

HANDLES, DYNASTIC SYMBOL OF THE COINAGE 

OF THE EARLY ODRYSIAN KINGS 

OF THE STH^ITH CENTURIES B. C. 



The researches carried out during the past fifteen years and con- 
nected with the coinage and the history of the Early Odrysian Kingdom 
enabled to draw a considerable number of essential new conclusions of 
which we shall note here those directly related to the present study. It has 
been established that all early Odrysian kings descended from Teres I 
and belonged to two kindred branches of the dynasty having always had 
under their control one of the two autonomous territories within the 
Odrysian Kingdom, the first in its eastern part and the second in its west- 
ern part. The representatives of the senior branch of the dynasty, 
Sparadokos, Seuthes I, Hebryzelmis, Kotys I and Kersebleptes had their 
main residences predominantly in the eastern territories, while those of 
the representatives of the junior branch, Sytalces/Saratokos (7) 1 , Metokos, 
Amatokos and Teres II were mainly in the western territories of the Early 
Odrysian Kingdom. This has been confirmed by the new examination of 
the information obtained both from the sources and the basic areas (i. e. 
the regions of use) where different types of coins of the early Odrysian 
kings of the two branches of the dynasty have been found, and the new 
interpretation of the ideas included in the images, inscriptions and addi- 
tional symbols on such early Odrysian regal coins. 



1. Arguments supporting the hypothesis that it is possible that the name of the 
early Odrysian king mentioned in the sources only and called Sytalces by the 
ancient authors represented actually his probable royal-sacerdotal by-name 
while his real Thracian name was Saratokos, a name characteristic in the first 
place of the early representatives of the junior branch of the dynasty after 
Teres I (to which Sytalces belongs) and known also from the early Odrysian 
regal coins minted in very large quantities and having the inscription 
IAPATOKO are given in Topalov, 1998, 172-204; Topalov, 2002b, 73-80; 
Topalov, 2004, 177-207. 
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The recent researches carried out have established that the early 
Odrysian kings were the first to introduce in the ancient coinage their 
images on the obverse as horsemen (Sparadokos, Seuthes I, Kotys I) or 
their portraits (Saratokos/Sytalces (?), Metokos, Hebryzelmis, Kotys 
I) relatively well individualized, and on the reverse they used two differ- 
ent types as main images representing dynastic symbols of the coinage of 
the two branches of the dynasty. It is the image of a conical (of the shape 
of a truncated cone) vessel with two handles 1 that is characteristic for the 
representatives of the senior branch of the dynasty after Sparadokos, and 
for the junior branch after Saratokos/Sytalces (?) it is the image of a 
bipennis (in detail in Topalov, 1994; TonaAoe 1994, a brief summarized 
presentation being made in Topalov, 2000 and TonaAoe, 2002, 563-585). 

In the studies carried out up to the beginning of our researches the 
conical vessel with two handles was defined mainly as kypsele (vessel for 
cereals) and due to its presence in the type of coins of Kypsela only it was 
considered as a symbol of its urban mint, while the use of this symbol in 
the coinage of the early Odrysian kings was explained by the issue of 
Odrysian regal coinage by the mint of Kypsela. Studying the the coinage 
of the early Odrysian kings, we have pointed out the groundlessness of 
these formulations. Here we shall note two of the arguments therefor. 
The first one is the fact unknown to the research workers until recently 
that the image of the commented here conical vessel with two handles 
can be found not only on coins from Kypsela but also on a considerable 
number of different types of bronze coins of small denomination which, 
with full right, should be considered as minted in settlements of the re- 
gion of the Propontis, settlements which had been under the rule of the 
Odrysian kings at the time of minting those type of coins. The second one 
is that the image of the conical vessel with two handles is used as a dynas- 
tic symbol in the coinage of the senior branch of the Odrysian dynasty 
ever since the time of Seuthes I (—424—405 B. C), while minting bronze 
coins of small denomination in the towns of the region of the Propontis 
starts several decades later. Defending the thesis that the bipennis and 
the conical vessel with two handles represent dynastic symbol specially 
used by the representatives of both branches of the Odrysian dynasty in 
their coinage, we have submitted important arguments that the conical 
vessel with two handles represents a specific ritual vessel called most 
probably cotyle or cotyliscus, our grounds for connecting it with the cult 
of the Great Mother Goddess and the cult of the Great Samothracian

Deities and the reasons for which it was adopted as a dynastic symbol in 
the coinage of the senior branch of the dynasty (Topalov, 1994, 82-89; 
TonaAoe 2000, 90-98; TonaAoe, 2004, 163-175; TonaAoe, 2005a, in print; 
TonaAoe, 20056, in print). 

As it has already been noted in the earliest of these publications on 
the new studies related to what exactly the commented conical vessel 
with two handles represents (TonaAoe, 1994, 91), there is an unexpect- 
edly large number of different types of bronze coins of small denomina- 
tion found mostly in southeastern Thrace and in the region of the Propontis 
which have not been commented up to that moment by the research 
workers and on the reverse of which exactly this conical vessel with two 
handles is represented in the same way in principle. Because of the small 
size of these coins single specimens of the same can be found with diffi- 
culty, and they have not been included in the collective finds of that time 
discovered at present because of their minimal value. Since they are bronze 
coins of small denomination, only parts of the images and letters accom- 
panying them (letters representing initials of the name of their issuers) 
are usually stamped on their tiny bodies. For this reason and due to the 
fact that the small bronze coins corrode easily, their prolonged stay in the 
earth renders their study difficult. These are the main reasons why they 
have been included very late in the studies of the coinage of eastern 
Thrace. 

In the present publication we shall submit the summarized results 
of the studies of these bronze coins of small denomination from towns 
and townlets of the Propontis area which have been unknown until re- 
cently (the studies carried out up-to-now are Topalov, 1994, 82-89; Tona- 
Aoe, 1994, 90-98; TonaAoe, 1998, 277-285; TonaAoe, 2000, 43-80; Tona- 
Aoe, 2004, 163-175; TonaAoe, 2005a, in print; TonaAoe 20056, in print; 
TonaAoe 2005e, in print). 

The researches carried out during the last few years have shown the 
beginning and the progress of the process of introduction of the image of 
the commented conical vessel with two handles in the coins of the Odrysian 
kings after Sparadokos, eleven different types of such coins being known 
up-to-now. Taking into consideration some sub-versions of these coins, 
which could be also regarded as independent types, and the Odrysian 
regal types of coins with initials <i>IAH and AHMHTPIO minted in the 
second half of the 4th century B. C. (TonaAoe, 1998, 277-285) we think 
that fifteen or even seventeen types of the same are already known. 1 At the 
same time it has been established that in the first half of the 4th century

B. C some of the towns and townlets (or maybe larger settlements) un- 
der the rule of the Odrysian kings had been minting bronze coins of small 
denomination with unusual images. On the reverse of these urban coins 
determining the issuer of the coin type was put the image of the typical 
conical vessel with two handles used as a dynastic symbol of the Odrysian 
regal coinage, and on the obverse the image of one of the three main 
Great Samothracian Deities worshipped in this area (in detail about these 
deities and their names in 0oa, 1990, 124-126) is put. Most often these 
are images of the heads of the Great Mother Goddess/ Aksiokersa and of 
her son Apollo/Axieros represented according to the iconography adopted 
at that time, as well as the image of the abstract male origin, Hermes/ 
Kasmilos. Here it should be noted that images of the Great Mother God- 
dess were put on the coins of the Odrysian kings Hebryzelmis, Kotys I 
And Kersbleptes, while those of Apollo/Axieros were put on coins of 
Hebryzelmis and on coins of Odrysian regal type with the initials OIAH 
and AHMHTPIO (TonaAoe, 1998, 277-285). It is also possible to establish 
in a large part of these coins that the only basic difference between the 
regal and the urban coins of small denomination are the names on behalf 
of which the coins are minted. For this reason we have suggested in our 
earliest publications on this subject to mention this urban coinage, prob- 
ably tolerated by the Odrysian kings, as a regal-urban coinage. The fact 
of finding coins of small denomination of Odrysian kings and of towns of 
the Propontis area together deep inside the Odrysian Kingdom allows to 
assume that the Odrysian kings of the senior branch of the dynasty had 
the intention to unify the images of their own type of coins with those of 
the towns and townlets under their immediate control with a view to 
imposing coins of similar types in principle on the market of the Odrysian 
Kingdom. In this case it is possible to note that this policy represents a 
logical continuation of the earlier use of two types of anepigraphic coins 
of precious metals as dominating ones on the domestic Thracian mar- 
kets. Coins of the type „silenus and nymph - concave square" (TonaAoe, 
1994, 72-75; TonaAoe, 1998, 93-162) were mainly used in the western 
parts of the Odrysian Kingdom having been under the rule of the kings of 
the junior branch of the dynasty, while in the eastern parts ruled by the 
kings of the senior branch of the dynasty it is the coins of the type „head 
of a Gorgon (?) (probably the head of the Great Mother Goddess?) - 
concave square consisting of small squares forming a cross" were used, 
such coins being ascribed up-to-now to Pareon without submitting any 
specific arguments (TonaAoe, 2000, 105-118). A great part of these two 
types of silver coins had been minted on the territory of the Early Odrysian 
Kingdom, as evidenced by the papers published recently, where speci- 
mens of the so-called barbarized coins minted in the typical Thracian 



style are shown and obviously having been made in the local mints situ- 
ated in the interior of the Thracian lands (TonaAoe, 2000, 107-118). 

It is difficult to determine exactly the issuer of the commented here 
bronze coins of small denomination from towns of the Propontis area, 
because, with two exceptions, all the names of towns having minted such 
coins are presented by their initials only. However, there were several 
townlets in the Thracian lands the names of which began with the same 
combinations of letters. With a view to facilitate our study we shall de- 
scribe first the urban bronze coins of small denomination known to us 
up-to-now on the reverse of which is depicted the commented conical 
vessel with two handles, and then we shall point out the arguments about 
our determination of the mints having issued them. Since some of the 
commented specimens of rarely found bronze coins of small denomina- 
tion are minted eccentrically or their images and inscriptions are poorly 
preserved thus rendering difficult their categorical determination, and 
because of some different opinions expressed up-to-now when interpret- 
ing the idea of the images of such coins, we adopt the sign (?) for particu- 
lar determinations made in the present study to underline their debatable 
character. We expect that, after finding new archaeological materials and 
studying them, the research workers will deal with these debatable deter- 
minations requiring additional precision and possible corrections with a 
view to clarifying completely the problems set forth and related to the 
past of ancient Thrace. 

1.0 Coins of Kypsela of the type 
„Hermes head r. - conical vessel with two handles" 

These are the most frequently encountered urban coins with the 

image of a conical vessel with two handles about which early publications 

have appeared. 

Obverse: Hermes head with a petasos hat decorated with pearls. 

Reverse: K/Y/47E around a conical (ritual?) vessel with two handles 
(cotyle?; cotyliscus?). In some issues the vessel has a short stem 
drawn as a short horizontal line under it. The additional sym- 
bols known and put under and over the vessel are: wheat (or 
barley) grain above and a caduceus under the image (instead 
of a grain an almond may be depicted, since it is connected 
with the worship of the Great Mother Goddess); a five-pointed 
star (pentagram); an astragalus (knuckle-bone); a rosette (or 
star, or a sun symbol in our opinion); a moon and an additional 
symbol unpublished until recently, a jug with a handle 
(oikhonoe?). The inscription and the image in a small concave 
circle partially lying on the small coin body.

2.0 Coins of Byzante of the type „Apollo (or Dionysus?) 
head r. - conical vessel with two handles" 

Obverse: Apollo (or Dionysus?) head r. The head is somewhat different 
from the usual head of Apollo on some other types of bronze 
coins of small denomination with conical vessel with two handles. 
Therefore, we give also another possible interpretation of the 
image. In this case it is possible to assess accurately enough 
that the traces of a wreath that can be noticed in the hair are of 
a wreath of laurel or ivy. 

Reverse: BI/I/A/N around a conical (ritual?) vessel with two handles 
(cotyle?; cotyliscus?) determined in the publications up to 1994 
as a vase with two handles (diota) (MyiuAtoe, 1912, 177, 3199, 
XVIII, 9) or kantaros {Gem, 1977, 11, 58).

When describing initially some unknown and yet non-commented 
similar types of urban bronze coins of small denomination with a conical 
vessel with two handles on their reverse, we shall mark briefly the same 
by their initials around it. In the course of the studies we shall advance 
arguments about the determination of their issuers based on these initials 
and the information from the sources and the epigraphic monuments. 









3.0 Coins with initials HPAI of the type „female head r. - 
conical vessel with two handles" 

Obverse: Female head with specifically set hair (head of the Great Mother 
Goddess?) r. Image in a solid circle. 

Reverse: HP (vertically left from below upwards) AI (vertically right from 
the top downwards) placed under the handles of a conical 
(ritual?) vessel with two handles (cotyle?; cotyliscus?). The 
image and the initials are put in a small concave circle partially 
lying in the small coin body.

As it can be easily established, the stamps used to mint this coin 
had been made by an engraver having made stamps of coins of a greater 
denomination of this type bearing the inscription HPAI (fig. 3.1 and 3.2) 
(TonaAoe, 2005a, in print). 

5.0 Coins with initials ZA of the type „ApoMo (?) head 
or female head (?) r. - conical vessel with two handles" 

A coin of this type has been shown in the numismatists' club in 
Sofia but we could not see it personally. We include here a drawing and 
metric data obtained from the description of the numismatists who have 
seen it.

Goddess (?)) r. 
Reverse: XA (horizontally on the top). Conical (ritual?) vessel with two 

handles (cotyle?; cotyliscus?) under the initials.

A coin of this type has been shown in the numismatists' club in 
Sofia. We have had the possibility to see this coin but we did not weigh it 
and we did not take a photography of the same at that time because we 
have agreed to do this later. Unfortunately, we could not do it. There- 
fore, we submit here the relatively exact drawing of this coin made by us 
and we indicate the approximate metric data. 

Obverse: Human full-face figure for which there are good grounds to 
believe that it resembles a man who is holding in his right hand 
a caduceus (?) pointing downwards. Probably this is the image 
of Kasmilos (?)/Hermes (?) with a caduceus (possibly a statue 
of Hermes with a caduceus?). 

Reverse: AA (horizontally on the top) A conical (ritual?) vessel with two 

handles (cotyle?; cotyliscus?) under the initials.

Obverse: Bearded male figure with petasos (?) hat wearing a long gar- 
ment half 1. The right hand is pointing straight ahead (possibly 
holding a paterus?). The left hand bent upwards is holding a 
caduceus (?) its ends (?) being noticed behind the figure. Prob- 
ably a ritual statue of Kasmilos?/Hermes? because the lower 
part of the image is enlarged and resembles a pedestal. 

Reverse: A/A on both sides of a conical (ritual?) vessel with two handles 
(cotyle?; cotyliscus?). The handles are disproportionately small 
in comparison with the vessel size. Indistinct elliptical image 
under the vessel half out of the coin body. It is possible that this 
is a barley/wheat grain (or almond?) because traces resembling 
a longitudinal line characteristic of such images can be noticed 
in the middle. It is also possible that the end of the body had 
been folded in this place during minting what gives the impres- 
sion that, since the coin had been worn out in use, there is an 
additional symbol.

Obverse: Female head 1. Because of a shift of the stamp the upper part of 
the hair has remained out of the body which makes difficult the 
categorical determination. The head determined as the head of 
the Great Mother Goddess in the coins of Hebryzelmis, Kotys 
I, Kersebleptes and some types of bronze coins of small de- 
nomination of towns of the Propontis area was portrayed in a 
similar way. 

Reverse: Parts of two letters: A on the left and A on the right. Conical 
(ritual?) vessel with two letters: A on the left and A on the right. 
Conical (ritual?) vessel with two handles (cotyle?; cotyliscus?) 
in the middle. Under the vessel a symbol that may be a cereal 
grain or an almond (?) or even a spear tip (?).

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Reverse: AA (horizontally on the top). Conical (ritual?) vessel with two 
handles (cotyle?; cotyliscus?) under the initials. The good pres- 
ervation of this side of the coin and the relatively large empty 
space under the vessel show that no second image was put there.

Reverse: Conical vessel with two handles (cotyle?; cotyliscus?) used by 
the Odrysian kings of the senior branch of the dynasty as a 
dynastic symbol in their coinage. Traces of the lower parts of 
two letters, probably Z (?) or Z (?) and E (?) above the vessel. 
On the left and right handles the letters B and I respectively. 
The letters and the images are in a concave circle.

In a previous study we have noted in the description of the unpub- 
lished up to that moment bronze coins of the type „ Apollo head r. -©I/A/ 
H conical vessel with two handles" that they could belong to a king or 
town in Thracian lands unknown to the sources {TonaAoe, 1998, 284-285). 
In the catalogue of this study we have also presented other similar coins 
including them in two similar types, the first bearing the monogram $ 
and the second bearing the initials ©I, ©IA and ©IAH (TonaAoe, 1998, 
234-235, 43-44). Having in mind the purpose of this study, we shall de- 
scribe here again the same coins.

In addition to the types of coins described hitherto and made well- 
known from well-preserved specimens, we have had the possibility to see 
in the numismatists other badly preserved coins which are very difficult 
to be determined. They also have the conical vessel with two handles on 
the reverse but traces of the inscriptions are missing. Although they are 
not well-preserved, it can be established from the size of the body and 
from the absence of traces of additional symbols usually noticed on such 
coins that they are not coins of Kypsela. This enables us to assume that in 
addition to the coins examined here there are other similar types of coins 
too, probably coins of other townlets of the region of Thrace studied. 
We hope that, after we draw the attention to the existence of this specific 
urban coinage of small denomination, a greater interest in the same will 
be raised thus leading to finds of other similar coins among which may be 
some types that have not yet been described. 

With the exception of the rare coins of Kypsela, only one or two 
specimens of the coins with a conical vessel with two handles of Byzante 
and the hypothetical urban coins with initials HPAI, SA, AA, A/A or the 
coins with initials I(?) E(?)/BI (or Z(?) E(?)/BI) and the multi-letter in- 
scription with clearly legible letters T and A (or Y) are known. If we add 
to them the rare coins with initials and monograms on the basis of the 
letters <S>IAH (which at this stage of the study we shall continue to con- 
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sider both as possible regal and urban coins), we shall be able to establish 
that several towns and townlets in the southeastern part of the territory of 
the Odrysian Kingdom had minted, in the 4th century B. C, relatively 
limited quantities of bronze coins of small denomination having the same 
image on their reverse coinciding with the basic image (chosen as a dy- 
nastic symbol in the coinage) of the early Odrysian kings having ruled 
these Thracian lands, Seuthes I, Hebryzelmis, Kotys I and Kersebleptes. 
The research workers have expressed different opinions about the begin- 
ning of bronze coins minting in the Greek poleis on the Thracian coast. 
Initially it was considered that the first bronze issues had been minted at 
the end of the 5th century B. C, while in the later studies it has been 
accepted that they had been minted at the beginning of the second quar- 
ter of the 4th century B. C. We have submitted arguments against the 
groundless early dating of the beginning of the coinage in relatively small 
towns and townlets of the Propontis area. In our opinion this coinage had 
started later than that in several large urban centres of this region (de- 
tailed study in TonaAoe, 2000, 55-57). 

Indirect grounds therefor are given in their comparison with the 
exactly dated bronze coins of Odrysian kings having minted initially bronze 
coins of high denomination with no analogy as to the type of their bodies 
in the early bronze coinage in the Greek poleis of this region, while they 
had hardly begun to use gradually bronze coins of small denomination in 
the second quarter of the 4th century B. C. with which bronze coinage of 
the Greek poleis of the region at that time usually began. However, even 
if recognizing the early dating of bronze coinage of Kypsela, it has al- 
ready been established that the Odrysae had minted bronze coins much 
earlier (TonaAoe, 1996, 69-74; TonaAoe, 1998, 93-100), and since Seuthes 
I they had also minted coins with the image of the conical vessel with two 
handles on the reverse (last in TonaAoe, 1999a, 3-11). Since the first 
information in the sources related to the attempts to impose a rule on the 
townlets in the region of the Thracian Chersonesus is from the time of 
Seuthes I (Polynaeus, VIII, 38 and comments of 0oa, 1972, 153), such 
attempts continuing during the rule of his successors Hebryzelmis (Ath- 
ens decree of 386 B. C, text as per Dittenberg, Syll 3, 138), Kotys I and 
Kersebleptes, it follows that it is not the Odrysian kings that had bor- 
rowed the image of the conical vessel with two handles from the towns of 
southeastern Thrace but after the Odrysian kings had settled in the new 
Thracian territories annexed to the main Odrysian lands, in the smaller 
towns and townlets of this region bronze coins of small denomination 
had been minted, the images of which had been influenced by the consid- 
erable coinage of the Odrysian kings residing in these territories. Coins 
with the image of the conical vessel with two handles of one of these 
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towns, Kypsela, have been mainly known up-to-now. For this reason and 
because of the wrong interpretation of some images of these urban coins 
and on Odrysian regal coins, a wrong viewpoint was adopted as to the 
relationship between the minting by the small Thracian towns under strong 
Odrysian influence at that time and the minting by the rulers of the 
Odrysian Kingdom residing in close proximity; 

After this short introduction we shall submit the results of our stud- 
ies related to the issuers of the bronze coins of small denomination bear- 
ing the image of a conical vessel with two handles and the initials HPAI, 
XA, AA, A/A, £(?) E(?)/BI (or Z(?) E(?)/BI) and the multi-letter inscription 
of clearly legible letters T and A (or Y) as well as may be those with 
initials and a monogram on the basis of the letters <1>IAH. In this case, we 
shall stick to certain information from the sources and the epigraphic 
monuments related to towns in southeastern Thrace, the sanctuaries known 
in this region and the activity of the Odrysian kings from the middle of 
the 5th century B. C. to the middle of the 4th century B. C. 

There is information about almost all Greek poleis situated on the 
studied northern coast of the Propontis witnessing that they had been 
founded by Greek settlers in places used before by the Thracians as settle- 
ments, strongholds and ports. After the foundation of the large towns the 
Greek settlers fortified or transformed into small fortresses-ports a great 
many of places convenient for defence and colonization in suitable bays 
and in their surroundings. Judging from the information from sources, 
the local Thracian population continued to have control over some of 
their settlements-ports. The Odrysian Kingdom becoming stronger and 
stronger, its kings annexed successively to the Thracian Kingdom being 
organized by them the territories of the other Thracian tribes in this re- 
gion. It is known that Teres I conquered the territories of the Tinae situ- 
ated between the coast of the Black Sea and the Sea of Marmara. Seuthes 
I attempted to gain control over some lands near the Thracian 
Chersonesus. His activity was continued by his successors Hebryzelmis, 
Kotys I and Kersebleptes. Taking into consideration the information of 
Xenophon related to the actions of Thracian armed detachments in the 
southern part of the Propontis (Xenophon, Hell. II, 2, 2-5) and the analy- 
sis of the incomplete text of the decree of Athens related to Hebryzelmis 
(interpreted also as containing territorial claims within the southern part of 
the Propontis according to Fol, 1875, 139-140), it can be assumed that in 
addition to the Thracian Chersonesus the Odrysian pressure of that time 
was also directed to different settlements on the other side of the 
Hellespont. We have found indirect information about that in Hebryzelmis 
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coins, since one type of his coins is probably connected to a great extent 
with the coinage of towns situated on the southern coast of the Propontis. 

After the Odrysian kings gained control over the Thracian tribes on 
the coast, they intensified their pressure on the towns situated nearby. 
Probably on the basis of previous agreements having existed between the 
local tribes just subjugated by the Odrysae and the towns (e. g. informa- 
tion about the relations between the towns of the Thracian Chersonesus and 
the dolonkis in Herodotus, VI, 34-40) the Odrysian kings began to receive 
considerable annual taxes from the towns instead of the tribes subju- 
gated. It is known from the sources that the Odrysian kings began to 
govern some of the smaller townlets on the coast which became strong- 
holds, residences and treasuries (Xenophon, Anabasis, VII, 2, 25, VII, 2, 
36-37\ VII, 5, 8, VII, 6, 43; Demosthenes, C, Aris., 132). The nearby im- 
portant cult centres passed under the control of the Odrysae. A conspicu- 
ous example thereof is the most renowned sanctuary of the Great Mother 
Goddess on the Holy Mountain (Chieron Oros) where Kotys Ihad built 
an important stronghold combining a sanctuary, a settlement and a trea- 
sury {Demosthenes, C. Arist. 104 and FoVs comments, 1975, 155-156). 

It is established, on the basis of the sources and the inscriptions on 
the Thracian vessels, that Thracian settlements and residences of the 
Odrysian kings are situated near the dependent towns on the coast where 
vessels of precious metals were probably manufactured, and it is sure 
that the name of these Thracian settlements and of the kings having re- 
sided therein were written on some of them (as to the interpretation of 
proper names on vessels and the localization of the same see BeueduKoe, 
1972, 1-6; MuxauAoe 1987, 26-36; 0oa, 1987, 1-3). 

Looking for a possibility to define the towns where the commented 
here bronze coins of small denomination with images of a conical vessel 
with two handles were minted and on the basis of the already determined 
similar coins with inscriptions KWE and BIZAN, we have drawn the 
following conclusions which we shall set forth and corroborate with argu- 
ments, when examining gradually the numismatic materials, the informa- 
tion from the sources and the epigraphic monuments further herein: 

1. The towns are mentioned in the sources as Thracian settlements 
and strongholds. 

2. These towns became residences of Odrysian kings or the resi- 
dences of these kings were located in close proximity to them. 

3. In the surroundings of these towns there were important Thracian 
settlements. The names of some of them are also known from the inscrip- 
tions on Thracian vessels made of precious metals. 
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4. These are towns in which or near which are situated some of the 
most renowned Thracian sanctuaries connected with the cult of the Great 
Samothracian Deities and mainly of the Great Mother Goddess/Axiokersa, 
his son represented as Apollo/Axieros according to the symbols adopted 
in that epoch and Hermes/Kasmilos. 

5. There were important Thracian necropolises in the surroundings 
of such complexes consisting in most of the cases of a town with walls, a 
fortified residence, a treasury, a mint, a sanctuary and a handicraft and 
production centre. 

6. Such Odrysian complexes, as described briefly above, were usu- 
ally created near regions in which the Odrysian kings were concentrating 
their main political activity from the middle of the 5th century B. C. to 
the middle of the 4th century B. C, as it is possible to judge from the 
combined information of the sources and the epigraphic material. 

7. Urban coins on the reverse of which there is the image of a coni- 
cal vessel with two handles were minted under the influence of the ap- 
peared earlier and being much more intensive Odrysian regal coinage in 
certain period of time in towns-residences or towns situated in close prox- 
imity to the Odrysian kings 5 residences. This symbol may be interpreted 
both as a symbol of the Odrysian kings and as a symbol of the main 
goods worshipped in the temples of the towns or in the cult complexes 
situated nearby. By minting such issues it was the subordination of these 
towns to the powerful Odrysian kings that was demonstrated, but at the 
same time coins with images borrowed from the regal coins were minted 
and were circulating together with the regal coins in this part of the 
Odrysian Kingdom. 

There is an almost complete correspondence between the summary 
made above and the historical and archaeological information known 
about the Thracian town of Kypsela and its nearest surroundings. This 
town is the main residence of the Odrysian kings in the region. It is even 
considered as the capital of the Odrysian kings Seuthes I, Hebryzelmis, 
Kotys I and Kersebleptes. Its situation shows that it was probably used as 
the first starting point by the Odrysae in their conquest of the lands and 
towns of the Propontis. The biggest temples of the Great Mother God- 
dess (called later Bendida) in the lower course of the Maritza river was in 
close proximity to the northern part of the town (Titus-Livius, XXXVIII, 
40-41). The Thracian settlement of Sayutaba/Sayutava was situated al- 
most at the same distance to the south. A vessel of a precious metal with 
the inscription of the name of the settlement is known from the time of 
Kotys I (as to the localization of Sayutaba/Sayutava see Fol, 1987, 2). One 
of the largest Thracian necropolises is also in Kypsela area. Taking into 
consideration the number known of Kypsela coins found on the territory 
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of present Bulgaria and the different additional symbols on them, there 
are grounds to suppose that the greatest number of determined and hy- 
pothetical urban coins of small denomination with the image of a conical 
vessel with two handles were minted in Kypsela. Hermes head on Kypsela 
coins is connected with the worshipping of the Great Samothracian Dei- 
ties to which belongs, in addition to the Great Mother Goddess, Hermes/ 
Kasmilos too (as to the belonging of Kasmilosj Hermes to the Samothracian 
Deities see Fol, 1990, 125). Since bronze coins of the smallest denomina- 
tion are usually found mainly in close proximity to the regions where they 
were minted, the Kypsela coins found in the lands of Bulgaria and known 
to us do not allow, at this stage of the study, to get a notion of the quantity 
of coinage. This conclusion relates to the other urban and even regal 
bronze coins of small denomination with the image of a conical vessel 
with two handles too. For this reason the comparisons suggested hereun- 
der and related to the quantities known of such coins should be consid- 
ered as corresponding approximately to the quantities actually minted. 
It will be possible to obtain a much more exact notion in case of finding 
such coins in the southern regions of southeastern Thrace in the future 
which may supply information missing now. 

The second town of which a type of bronze coins with an image of 
a conical vessel with two handles has been published prior to this study is 
Byzante. The only one specimen known up-to-now was presented ini- 
tially with the description „Apollo head with laurel wreath r. - BISAN 
around a vase with two handles (diota)" (MyvuMoe, 1912, 177, 3199, 
XVIII 9). In the general study of Byzante coinage is given the photo of 
the coin from the paper mentioned and the images presented are deter- 
mined as a Dionysus head and a kantaros (Geiss, 1977, 11, 58). Because 
of the incorrect determination, in our opinion, of the vessel represented 
on the reverse, this type of Byzante coins was not examined in the studies 
related to Odrysian regal coinage. (TonaAoe, 1994, 91). 

During Seuthes I and Metokos rule, between 410 and 407 B. 
C. Byzante, Teichos and Ganos were Odrysian possessions (Xenophon, 
Anabasis, VII, 2, 5 and other information from Xenophon, Lysius, Diodorus 
and Plutarch commented by Fol, 1975, 125). The Holy Mountain (Chieron 
Oros) with the most important Thracian sanctuary of the Great Mother 
Goddess in southeastern Thrace is quite near Byzante. The town of 
Chereon or Cherreum (Herodotus, IV, 99) probably connected with the 
sanctuary of Chera, the high goddess of the Greek mythology (probably 
this name is connected with the Greek name of the Great Mother God- 
dess venerated in this region) is to the east. The Thracian settlement 
Apros is very near Byzante. Vessels of precious metals with inscriptions 
of its name are known from the time of Kotys I (as to the localization of 
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Aprossee 0oa, 1987, 1; MuxauAoe, 1987, 33). Two types of bronze eoins 
have become known lately from the above settlements (JJpaaauoe, 2001, 
25-31; Kouuee, Myma(fioe, Ueee, TonaAoe, 2004, 75-86). 

In the general study of the coinage of Byzante it is considered that 
this town was minting seven types of bronze coins, the earliest issues 
having been from the beginning of the 3rd century B. C. (Geiss, 1977, 
4-11). In our opinion it was impossible to mint in Byzante at the begin- 
ning of the 3rd century B. C. coins with the so characteristic and rare 
image of a conical vessel with two handles used by many Odrysian kings 
as a dynastic symbol in their coinage. Only several decades before, the 
Hellenic monarchies had conquered these territories of the Odrysian 
Kingdom and they would have hardly allowed such foreign regal symbol 
to be used. Reasons for minting coins of the type considered in Byzante 
existed at the time when the Odrysian kings were ruling in the town and 
its surroundings and when they were minting bronze coins of small de- 
nomination with similar images, i. e. at the time of Hebryzelmis and mainly 
of Kotys I and Kersebleptes. 

When determining the issuers of other bronze coins of small de- 
nomination with the image of a conical vessel with two handles included 
in this study, we shall follow further the order of comparisons used in the 
examination of the historical and numismatic information related to 
Kypsela and Byzante. 

In our opinion it is possible to determine relatively easily the name 
of the issuer of the coins bearing the initials HPAI in the group of coins 
mentioned above. Two small townlets the names of which begin with 
these or similar letters are known. They are Chieron Teichos at the foot 
of the Holy Mountain and Chereon or Cherreum situated neat the coast 
between Byzante and Perinthus and known mainly because it is men- 
tioned in the information about Darius campaign to Scythia {Herodotus, 
IV, 90). Although the Odrysian royal residence Mokarsos, the famous 
sanctuary of Chera and, very close to them, the settlement Apros known 
from the inscriptions on Thracian vessels are relatively near Chereon/ 
Cherreum, we think that it is hardly possible that an important Thracian 
town minting its own coins could exist in such a close vicinity to Perinthus. 
An additional reason to reject the possibility that the coins with initials 
HPAI are minted in Chereon/Cherreum can be found in the definition of 
the time of their minting on the basis of stylistic particularities in the 
images of such coins. Of all bronze coins of small denomination consid- 
ered here, the earliest, in our opinion, are those with HPAI because of the 
type of their coin body, the style of their images similar to those of 
Hebryzelmis coins and the fact that on these of the urban coins examined 
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here and on some types of coins of Metokos, Hebryzelmis and Kotys I, 
the images on the obverse are surrounded by a solid circle. It is not very 
likely that at the time of Hebryzelmis the Odrysae had placed under their 
reliable control the settlements in close proximity to Perinthus. Accord- 
ing to information from the sources this had been achieved under Kotys 
I who used his residence Makarsos and the Thracian settlements situated 
nearby, as known from the inscriptions on the Thracian vessels of pre- 
cious metals, to exercise pressure on Perinthus by taking hostages and 
requiring additional money (as to the relations between Kotys I and Perinthus 
see Pseudo-Aristoteles, II 27. 1351a, 24-33 and II 26, 1351a, 19-23 and 
the comments of 0oa, 1975, 150-154). 

Since there are much more serious reasons to consider that the 
coins with initials HPAI belong to Chieron Teichos, we shall dwell upon 
this possibility. 

In ancient Greek dictionaries the name of Chieron Teichos is writ- 
ten Iepov Tei%ov but in the specialized dictionaries it is given as Hpaiov 
Tei^ov (Pape, 1884, 461-462). According to one of the most ancient and 
reliable descriptions of the towns on Thracian coast (attributed to Skylax 
but composed in the middle of 4th century B. C), after enumerating the 
towns of the Thracian Chersonesus, the settlements situated one after 
another on the coast to the east are called „Thracian strongholds" 
(Pseudo-Skylax, 67). Getting acquainted with the information available 
about the location of the ancient towns after the Thracian Chersonesus 
and combining the information given by Herodotus, Thucydides, 
Xenophon, Skylax, Eishines, Demosthenes, Strabo with the information 
about the towns from the tax lists of the Athens Maritime Union of the 
middle of the 5th century B. C. approximately (as to the names of the 
towns in the tax lists and the map of their location see HeecKan, 1953, 
156-158, tables I and II), it is possible to suggest the following relatively 
plausible location of the settlements known up to Byzantion which are 
important for the further studies. 

After Agora (at the neck of Thracian Chersonesus) „the Thracian 
strongholds" are Levke Acte (White Shore), Theristas, several townlets 
very close one to another at the foot of the Holy Mountain (maybe one or 
two larger settlements or hamlets close to them had different names in 
different periods of time depending on whether they were possessed by 
the Thracians or the Greeks at that time) called Heracleion, Neapolis 
(Neon Teichos), Chieron Teichos, Ganos, Ganiae (probably in the sur- 
roundings of Ganos?), it being possible that Ganos or some of its sur- 
roundings have been called Seriotechitaios or Serion Teichos, and Byzante. 
After Byzante, around Perinthus, but not on the coast, were situated the 
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Thracian townlets of Didunotechitaios, Chereon/Cherreum and 
Daunioteochitaios which surrounded it probable. Perinthus is presented 
as a Greek town, a stronghold and a port. Then follow Selymbria, Atiras 
or Adiras (town and river) and Byzantion. The town Phyllis/Phylleas was 
on the north coast and near it, in the interior, was the larger Thracian 
town of Byza/Vyza or Byzia. The different authors, when enumerating 
the settlements in the sources, omit surprisingly to mention even some of 
the important towns, what we explain by possible omissions of the copists 
and by the possibility that the later authors had not been informed about 
the changes of the names having been made and the different Greek 
transcription of the Thracian name of the same town. Combining the 
information from the sources and the epigraphic monuments available to 
us, we may have made some mistakes in marking the succession of the 
to^yns t enumerated, but we suppose this will not cause wrong conclusions 
in jthel course of the studies. 

, Considering the Greek colonization of the Thracian coast of the 
Sea of Marmara, Danov mentioned the foundation of Perinthus, Byzantion 
and Chieron Teichos by Samos and thinks that Perinthus had a strong 
political influence on the towns on the north coast of the Propontis from 
Agora to Perinthus (JJanoe, 1968, 259-260, with a review of the studies). 
In some periods of time these towns had fallen under the strong political 
influence of Athens and were included in the Athens Maritime Union. 
Irrespective of these prevailing views, some direct information from the 
sources shows that, with the exception of Perinthus, the other towns came 
also under the strong influence of the Odrysian Kingdom, some of them 
ceding to or proposing to be used by the Odrysian kings (e. g. the infor- 
mation cited about Alciviades and Xenophon). Thus, it is possible to 
explain additionally some contradictions or inaccuracies, when enumer- 
ating or indicating the location of some settlements which is quite evident 
in the case of the towns at the foot of the Holy Mountain. The most 
important sanctuary of the Great Mother Goddess was in the Holy Moun- 
tain which is the highest place in southeastern Thrace. The close vivinity 
of the sea and several bays convenient for navigation made it possible to 
found some settlements in the neighbiurhood before the Greek Coloni- 
zation. After the Greek colonists had settled on the coast changes might 
have had occurred in the names of the existing towns and the names of 
new towns that had been built nearby. We have also noted that in the 
times of Kotys I the area around the sanctuary in the Holly Mountain had 
been transformed into a stronghold where even royal treasures were kept. 
It is possible that this Odrysian complex of several strongholds, probably 
connected among themselves, was called by its Thracian name of Chieron 
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Teichos which was fortified in addition during the highest power of Ath- 
ens and included in the Athens Maritime Union under the name of 
Neapolis or Neon Teichos marked in the tax lists as „Nea7toXio av 
Arnvcov,,. We suppose that some of the fortified settlements near the re- 
ligious complex in the Holy Mountain are presented by the later authors 
in the sources either by their Thracian name or their Greek name. 

Since from the end of the reign of Seuthes I the Odrysian kings had 
placed durably under their control the towns of the Thracian Chersonesus 
up to Selymbria (with the exception of Perinthus), it is most likely that 
the coins with initials HPAI belonged to Chieron Teichos. In addition to 
their marking with the initials HPAI, the images of the Great Mother 
Goddess on the obverse of these coins and the conical vessel with two 
handles (cotyle?, cotyliscus?) connected with the cult of the Great Mother 
Goddess represent also grounds for this determination. As we have al- 
ready noted the same images were adopted by the Odrysian kings Seuthes 
I, Hebryzelmis, Kotys I and Kersebleptes as a dynastic symbol of their 
coinage, since they were also the high priests of the cult. 

As are Kypsela and Byzante, Chieron Teicos is a town under 
Odrysian rule at that time. Quite near it is situated the most well-known 
sanctuary of the Great Mother Goddess transformed into a stronghold 
and a treasury of the Odrysian kings. The fact that Kersebleptes recog- 
nizes his dependence from Philip II in 346 B. C. only after having been 
besieged in the fortress in the region of the Holy Mountain speaks about 
the political importance of this region (Aesehin., II, 81-93). Near Chieron 
Teichos is situated, to the north, the Thracian settlement Apros of which 
vessels of precious metals with inscriptions representing the name of the 
settlement from the times of Kotys I are found (as to the localization of 
Apros see 0oa, 1987, 1; MuxaiiAoe, 1987, 33), and recently two types of 
bronze coins minted in it have become known (JJpaeanoe 2001, 25-31; 
Kounee, Mymafioe, Ueee, TonaAoe, 2004, 75-86). We have mentioned 
that the head of the Great Mother Goddess were portrayed on bronze 
coins of small denomination of Hebryzelmis, Kotys I and Kersebleptes 
and that the styles of the images of the coins of Hebryzelmis and those 
with the inscription HPAI coincide to a great extent. This is the reason to 
think, at this initial stage of our studies, that the coins with initials HPAI 
are minted in Chieron Teichos about 386-383 B. C. 

As I have established, the existing anepigraphic bronze coins of the 
smallest denomination of the type „female head (of the Great Mother 
Goddess?) r. - conical vessel with two handles" (fig. 4.1) (TonaAoe, 2005a, 
in print) minted later may be considered as another argument supporting 
the thesis that the coins with initials HPAI are minted in Chieron Teichos. 
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As mentioned in their description, the stamps for their minting were un- 
doubtedly made by the engraver having made the stamps of the coins of 
a greater denomination of this type bearing the inscription HPAI. The 
minting of such anepigraphic bronze coins of small denomination shows 
first of all that their images and issuer were so very well-known in south- 
eastern Thrace that it was allowed to mint and use bronze coins without 
is was necessary to mark in writing their issuer. The existence of an issue 
of these anepigraphic bronze coins supports the conclusions drawn be- 
fore they have become known and related to the belonging of the coins 
with such images to the most important Odrysian stronghold on the 
Propontis coast, Chieron Teichos, which was a fort, a port, a minting 
centre, a treasury and a religious centre of the main deity worshipped in 
the region. The increasing number of coins of this type being found and 
the quantity of specimens of the same known and found in the interior of 
Thrace show indirectly its great importance for the kings of the early 
Odrysian Kingdom. 1 

In spite of our great hopes that coins HP/AI belong to Chieron 
Teichos, we shall mark also Chereon/Cherreum (?) as a possible issuer 
of such coins at this stage of our studies. Both towns are surrounded by 
similar groups of Thracian settlements, by similar economic, political and 
religious centres. The main purpose of the first publications on this sub- 
ject is not so much to determine categorically the issuer of these coins as 
to establish its existence in the relatively limited region of Thrace exam- 
ined. We shall take up further the other urban coins of small denomina- 
tion with the image of a conical vessel with two handles in the same way 
and with this basic idea in mind. 

The important interests of Athens in the region of Thracian 
Chersonesus in the first half of the 4th century B. C. expressed relatively 
well in the sources and the epigraphic monuments enabled to restore a 
number of events connected with the activity of Hebryzelmis, Kotys I 
and Kersebleptes. The relatively episodic information related to the ac- 
tivity of the Odrysian kings in the other territories controlled or included 
in their sphere of interests renders difficult the determination of the issu- 
ers of the other bronze coins of small denomination with the image of a 
conical vessel with two handles examined here. 

It is most likely that the coins with initials EA belong to Selymbria. 
In a summarizing study of the coinage of this town it is considered that 
only silver coins were minted during two different periods of time. 



1. After our publication of 2000 we have established the existence of two more 
specimens of the coins of this type with the inscription HPAI in private collec- 
tions in Bulgaria. 
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Octobols, tetrobols, triobols, diobols, obols and hemiobols were minted 
during the first period (492/490-473/470 B. C), the name of the town 
being shown on them with the initials Z/A/A/Y. Octobols, triobols and 
obols were minted during the second period (425/420-411/410 B. C), the 
name of the town on them being shown with the initials ZA/AY. The main 
image on the obverse of all these types of coins is a cock. During the 
second period images of an ear and cereal grain are also used {Geiss, 
1981, 37-49). 

It is possible to presume that the active policy of the Odrysian King- 
dom in southeastern Thrace connected with the imposition of double 
taxes upon the Greek towns in the region and probably with an increase 
of the amount of the taxes paid to the Odrysae did not allow Selymbria to 
continue to mint its own issues of silver coins after 411/410 B. C. It is very 
likely that, as in the case of Kypsela, Byzante and Chieron Teichos or 
Chereon/Cherreum, the town began to mint bronze coins of small de- 
nomination under the influence of the coinage of the rulers of the Odrysian 
Kingdom. Selymbria was a relatively small town which under Kotys I 
might have come under Odrysian sway that predetermined the selection 
of the images of the bronze coins bearing the initials ZA. The townlet 
Chereon/Cherreum with its large sanctuary is in the surroundings of 
Selymbria. The famous Odrysian kings' residence Mokarsos (royal rest- 
dence with a sanctuary according to 0oa, 1990, 103) is also nearby. The 
Thracian settlement Beos from which vessels of precious metals bearing 
the inscription of the name of the settlement from the times of Kotys I 
and Kersebleptes have been found is not situated very far (as to the local- 
ization of Beos see 0oa, 1987, 2; MuxauAoe, 1987, 33-34). The rich direct 
and indirect information related to the stay of Kotys I and Kersebleptes 
in the surroundings of Selymbria and the coincidence of the images and 
the denominations of the last issues of bronze coins of the Odrysian kings 
and coins with initials ZA allow all the more to relate them to Selymbria, 
at this stage of the studies, than to other settlements the names of which 
begin with these letters, such as the Thracian settlement of Sayutaba/ 
Sayutava situated to the south of Kypsela or the townlet Sale situated 
across the Maritza river and founded by the Samothracians. In spite of 
this opinion of ours we shall examine these possibilities too. 

By the end of his rule Kotys I subordinated the lands to the west 
of the Maritza, as it can be judged from the way of dividing the Odrysian 
Kingdom after his death. About 365 B. C. Kotys I grants the townlet 
Drisus to Iphikrates (0oa, 1975, 154, citing Demosthenes, C. Arist., 
132) which shows that some other townlets in the region of the 
Samothracian area such as Stryme, Drisus, Sale, Messambria, Zone, 
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Tempyra and Harkoma were at his disposal. Since the religious cult of 
the Samothracian Gods (among which Axiokersa/the Great Mother God- 
dess, Axieroslthe self-conceived son, identified with the sun, Apollo, and 
the abstract male element Kasmilos I Hermes according to 0oa, 1990, 
125) is dominant in southeastern Thrace, their worshipping is to be 
expected not only in Samothrace, but in the settlements enumerated 
above too. 

In confirmation we shall point out that the main god worshipped in 
Enos situated near these townlets is Hermes as shown in its coinage in a 
categorical way, since there is a Hermes head, Hermes figure, religious 
statues of Hermes and symbols connected with this god as main and 
additional images on all types of coins (May, 1950). Besides, the biggest 
temple of the Great Mother Goddess (represented as Bendida) down the 
stream of the Maritza is situated to the north of the town, and a big 
temple of the local god Apollo Zerinthian is situated to the west 
(Titus-Livius, 40-41). The dominating religious cult of the Samothracian 
Gods in the towns enumerated above is a reason to look for the issuer of 
the coins of the type „Apollo (?) or Great Mother Goddess (?) head - 
ZA concical vessel with two handles" among those towns. It is possible 
that it is Sale or even Samothrace. The recently established existence of 
coins from the Thracian town of Apros situated in the interior of the 
country allows to discuss more seriously the thesis that coins with £A are 
minted in the Thracian settlement of Sayutaba/Sayutava. 

We have pointed out the diffuculties in determining the location 
of the towns having initials AA, A/A, Z(?) E(?)/BI (or I(?) E(?)/BI) and a 
multi-letter inscription in which the letters T (or E) and A (or Y) are 
clearly legible and the possible town with initials <I>IAH. Probably they 
are Thracian settlements to the north of Kypsela, Chieron Teichos or 
Chereon/Cherreum, Byzante and Selymbria which are relatively far from 
the Greek towns on the north coast of the Propontis and the nearby 
coast of the Black Sea and which are not mentioned in the sources of 
the examined period of time for this reason. We think that it is most 
likely that coins with an image of a conical vessel with two handles on 
their reverse belong to towns of this region of Thrace just because such 
image determines the place of minting. On the basis of the examination 
made hitherto we have reasons to suppose that Odrysian complexes 
consisting of fortified townlets, a greater settlement (or settlements) 
and royal residences were also created around the most important Greek 
towns in the coastal region in the east (where the Odrysae had begun to 
impose their rule since the times of Teres I, a process that was com- 
pleted probably at the times of Seuthes II). It is known from the sources 
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that the rich town of Byzantion was under the strong pressure of the 
Thracians having lived nearby. After the rule of the Odrysian kings had 
been imposed in southeastern Thrace, the Odrysae built up their strong- 
holds around Byzantion as probably Perinthus was surrounded by 
Thracian strongholds and settlements. In spite of the insufficient infor- 
mation available we shall try to localize the issuers of the coins having 
initials AA, A/A, E(?) E(?)/BI (or Z(?) E(?)/BI), the multi-letter inscrip- 
tion with clearly legible letters T (or E) and A (or Y) and those on the 
basis of OIAH precisely in the region near Byzantion. 

According to Strabo, Pomponius Mela, Plinius the senior and 
Claudius Ptolemaeus the Atiras or Adiras river discharges in the large 
bay between Selymbria and Byzantion (Strabo, VII, fig. 56; Pomponius 
Mela, III, 16-33; Plinius, Nat. historia, IV 11, 40-50; Ptolemaeus CI, III 11, 
3-4, the text of Plinius „.... the Batinias, Adiras or Atiras rivers.... " being of 
primary importance). The multiple mentioning of the river, when enumer- 
ating the settlements on the coast, shows that there was a settlement in 
this bay bearing probably the name of the river. This is confirmed by 
Ammianus Marcellinus and Prokopius. Ammianus Marcellinus describes 
the settlement as „the port" Atiras (Ammianus Marcellinus, XXII 8, 1-11), 
and Prokopius adds, after mentioning the town Region situated to the 
west of Byzantion, „.... somewhere beyond Region there is a town named 
Atiras" (Prokopius, IV 8, 2-24). 

To the north of Atiras/Adiras, on the Black Sea coast, is the small 
town of Phyllis/Philleas mentioned by Pomponius Mela („.... the towns 
Salmydesos, Phillis and Phinopolis", Pomponius Mela, II 2, 16-33). The 
names of the last two towns suggest their possible connection with the 
names of the mythical Thracian king and prophet of Salmydesos Thynneus 
(Apollod. 19,21) which allows to suppose that Thracian towns existed in 
this region of Thrace during the previous and the studied here periods of 
time. Moreover, the names of both towns begin with the letters OI, and it 
is quite possible that the several varieties of these coins having initials 
and a monogram on the basis of OIAH belong in fact to one or another of 
these towns. 

If from the beginning to the middle of the 4th century B. C. the 
Odrysian kings imposed their rule on the towns Atiras/Adiras and Phyllis/ 
Phylleas and their surroundings, the coins with initials AA, A/A and those 
on the basis of OIAH could have been minted on their behalf. We suppose 
that quite near Byzantion or in the town itself there was a sanctuary of the 
Great Mother Goddess and the deities connected with the same which 
had determined the images selected on the possible coins of both towns. 



According to the studies Artemis Phosphorus l represented on the coins 
of Byzantion as a woman with two torches was worshipped in this town 
(Ilonoe, 1981, 94, quoting the studies). 

A sanctuary of Hermes well-known in the antiquity was quite near 
Byzantion (Polybius, IV, 43). We have already pointed out the connec- 
tion of Hermes/Kasmilos with the Samothracian Gods and especially with 
the Great Mother Goddess (in detail in 0oa, 1990, 125). The coins exam- 
ined here with initials AA and A/A have possibly on their obverse Hermes/ 
Kasmilos images of statues from the temples and on their reverse a coni- 
cal vessel with two handles, an image connected with the religious cult of 
the Great Mother Goddess. The proximity of Atiras/Adiras to Byzantion 
in the surroundings of which were the religious centres mentioned shows 
precisely why the images of Hermes/Kasmilos with initials AA and A/A 
and not some others were put on both types of coins first published. 

The arguments related to the interpretation of the images of both 
types of coins first published with initials AA and AA and images of 
Hermes/Kasmilos (TonaAoe, 2002, 49-51 and 69-70) and brought for- 
ward hitherto have been supported in addition by the existence, as estab- 
lished later on, of two more types of coins with the same initials and, as 
basic images, the head of the Great Mother Goddess on the obverse and 
the conical vessel with two handles on the reverse (fig. 8.1 and 9.1) (To- 
naAoe, 20056, in print.). The images of the two new types confirm the 
conclusion that the Great Mother Goddess was worshipped in the sur- 
roundings of Byzantion and the assumption that the coins with initials AA 
and A/A were minted most likely in Atiras/Adiras. 

Similarly to the Odrysian complexes situated near important Greek 
towns on the coast as examined hitherto, the Thracian settlements Beos 
of which vessels of precious metals with inscriptions of its name from the 
times of Kotys I are known and Egriske of which vessels of precious 
metals with inscriptions of the name of this town from the times of Kotys 
I and Kersebleptes are known are relatively close to the two townlets, 
Atiras/Adiras and Phyllis/Phylleas, (as to the localization of Beos and 
Egriske see 0oa, 1987, 1-2; Muxouaos, 1987, 34). Some research work- 



Since we have mentioned, in several places hitherto, the Great Mother God- 
dess under different names (according to Greek authors), we shall quote the 
summary of Popov related to the different names of this goddess: „.... This is 
a complex of myths and legends including the goddesses Artemis, Artemis 
Queen, Aphrodite and Hekata Zarinthia, Zarinthia herself, Iphigenia, Bendida, 
Lemnos, Megale Tea, Artemis Braurora, Brauro herself. All these legends 
projected on Thracian environment represent the ancient basis of the reli- 
gious and ideological thinking in the background of which is the figure of the 
Great Goddess" (Uonoe, 1981, 94). 
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ers locate the well-known Odrysian residence Mokarsos connected with 
the activity of the two last and confirmed by the souces kings of this 
branch of the dynasty, Kotys I and Kersebleptes, in the nearby region. 
Here we shall draw the attention to the fact that precisely on the coins of 
Kersebleptes the additional symbol of a barley/wheat grain (or almond) 
which perhaps is represented on some types of coins with initials A/A is 
put under the conical vessel with two handles. Although both townlets 
were relatively far away from the region of Thracian Chersonesus where 
the events took place but give us some information about Kotys I and 
Kersebleptes, they had probably a great importance for the policy con- 
ducted by the Odrysae, since they controlled the immediate surroundings 
of Byzantion on land. Their distance from the area of the active conflicts 
between Athens and the Odrysian kings was probably the reason for which 
they were not included in the sources known and written mainly by Ath- 
ens' political men of that time. 

In addition to the bronze coins of small denomination examined 
hitherto and having images connected with the cult of the Great 
Samothracian Gods, we have to examine also the type of coins having the 
different image on the obverse of „a galloping horse r. - conical vessel 
with two handles" (fig. 10.1) and the problems connected with the deter- 
mination of their issuer. 

Because of the small body the letters above the conical vessel with 
two handles are stamped partially. It is more likely that they are IE (?) 
but it is possible that these two letters are ZE (?) (TonaAoe, 2004, 167-171). 

Since there is a great variety of the way of arranging different let- 
ters or combinations of letters on the coins of the early Odrysian kings, 
possibilities were looked for to check, when deciphering them, whether 
the combinations of letters belong to some of the early Odrysian kings 
known to us or to some of their close relatives known from the sources. 
The grounds to suppose that the commented specimen could be an 
Odrysian regal coin are that it is not traditional for the towns of the 
region of the Propontis to represent on the obverse an image of a horse 
or a forepart of a horse, while it is encountered on the coins of Sparadokos, 
Metokos, Amatokos and Kotys I. This study does not confirm such an 
assumption. Another possibility is that this coin may represent an at- 
tempt to express, in a more complete way, our assumption that an Odrysian 
regal-urban coinage exists, the possible letters ZE (?) being the initial 
letters of the name of Seuthes I SEV0O and the letters BI being part of 
the name of a settlement in the region of the Propontis under his rule 
(TonaAoe, 2004, 168-172). 
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A third possibility is that the initials of some other Thracian townlet 
may have been represented by the four letters. It can be supposed with 
full right that the Thracian settlement called Biza/Viza or Bizia in the 
region of Strandzha mountain is the most probable issuer of this type of 
coins as in another similar case. The inscriptions on the coins minted 
much later in this town had been represented as RIZYHNQN, BIZANON 
and BIZY (MyuiMoe, 1912, 193). If we admit that the inscription had 
been written so as to read first the letters BI under the vessel with two 
handles and then the two letters above, and if we accept that these letters 
are ZA or ZE, it is possible to suppose that this is the earliest type of 
coins of Bizia minted as early as the 4th century B. C. Since it is exactly in 
this region of the Odrysian Kingdom that the bronze coins of Maronea of 
the type ^galloping horse - vine with grapes" and their multiple Thracian 
imitations had been used in large quantities at that time (lOpyKoea, 1965, 
123-128; Geiss, 1987, 179-180 and the latest detailed study of TonaAoe, 
2001, 160-176), it is possible to explain the relatively unusual representa- 
tion of a galloping horse on urban coins. The conditional acceptances 
made show the small probability that the inscription on such coins could 
have the first four letters of the name of this town exactly and the unusual 
sequence assumed in deciphering the name of their issuer. 

At this initial stage of study of bronze coins of small denomination 
of the type „galloping horse - conical vessel with two handles when only 
one specimen is known and when it is not possible to determine exactly 
two of the four letters specifying their issuer, it is not possible to answer 
categorically, whether this coin belongs to an early unusual issue of 
Odrysian regal coins, to an issue of a settlement in southeastern Thrace 
under the rule of the Odrysian Kingdom or to some Odrysian regal- 
urban issues. In these cases, it may be assumed with good reasons that 
the clearly visible letters BI, irrespective of the first letters SE (?) (prob- 
ably connected with the name of an Odrysian king), mark the name of 
the mint that had issued them, i. e. they represent the name of the urban 
mint. It can be assumed with even better reasons that this is the mint of 
Bizia, since at those times coins with an image of a galloping horse of 
Maronea and Thracian imitations of this type of coins were used in large 
quantities in this region of southeastern Thrace (TonaAoe, 2001, 160-176). 
According to the sources and the studies being carried out a great Thracian 
town having become later the main residence of one of the last Thracian 
dynasties existed there for a long period of time. The Thracian settle- 
ment Egriske from which vessels of precious metals having inscriptions 
of the times of Kotys I and Kersebleptes was near Bizia in the epoch of 
the Early Odrysian Kingdom (as to the localization of Egriske see 0oa, 
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1987, 1-2; MuxaiiAOe, 1987, 34, offering a review of the studies). Some 
research workers locate near this region the well-known Odrysian royal 
residence Mokarsos connected with the political activity of the two last 
representatives of this branch of the dynasty, Kotys I and Kersebleptes, 
known from the sources. One of the most important Thracian sanctuar- 
ies {0o a, 1990, 177-179) and a great number of different religious places 
are in this part of Strandzha. This allows to consider Bizia and the Thracian 
settlements situated in its surroundings as another of the main Odrysian 
strongholds in southeastern Thrace at that time, although they are not 
mentioned in the sources because they were very far away from the re- 
gion of Thracian Chersonesus where the main conflicts between Athens 
and the Odrysian kings described chiefly by Athens political men of that 
time took place (TonaAoe, 2000, 70-71). 

As we have already noted, in the coinage of the same times in the 
other town of the region, the name of which begins with the letters BI, 
Byzante, no image of a horse is used but it minted also coins of the type 
„Apollo (or Dionysus?) head - conical vessel with two handles" which 
makes very unlikely its minting of another eighth type of coins within this 
relatively short period of time. 

In the end we shall comment the bronze coins of small denomina- 
tion „ Apollo (?) or Great Mother Goddess (?) head 1. - conical vessel 
with two handles and a multi-letter inscription of which only the letters T 
and A (or Y) are clearly legible" (fig. 13.1) having become known lately. 
There are not considerable differences in the type of coin body and the 
images on their obverse and reverse from the other similar types of coins 
commented hitherto. We judge that they are of a new type from the way 
of presentation of the head portrayed and basically from the presence of 
the two clearly legible letters which are encountered up-to-now neither 
separately nor in combinations in the inscriptions on other types of simi- 
lar coins already known (as to this last type of coins see Topalov, 2005&, in 
print). 

With a view to pointing out the existing difficulties in deciphering 
the inscription on these coins, the different ways of writing, around the 
conical vessel with two handles, the letters showing the names of the 
issuers of similar coins already known have been examined in their 
publication (Topalov, 2005&, in print, a parallel examination of the differ- 
ent ways of deciphering the inscriptions on the Odrysian royal coins being 
given in TonaAoe, 2004, 163-175). As a result of the great number of 
possible combinations of deciphering in which the two letters known 
are used, the probable towns or townlets of the region of the Propontis, 
issuer of this type of coins, are not taken into consideration at this stage 
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of the study. In this case, it is accepted that, at this initial stage of study 
of this coinage unknown until recently but important because of the 
number of its types and issuers, it is most important first of all to pro- 
vide information about its existence and then, with the intensification of 
the studies, the actual issuers of every type of coins will become clearer 
and clearer. 

The possibilities whether the last commented type may represent a 
new type of bronze coins of small denomination of one of the early 
Odrysian kings (e. g. Kotys I) or a new unknown coin of Odrysian regal 
type such as the coins published recently „Apollo head r. - AHMHTPIO 
conical vessel with two handles" {as to these coins see TonaAos, 1998, 
277-285) have been considered with a view to facilitating the possible 
future studies of this last type. We think that, in spite of the minimal 
possibility, similar possibilities should be taken into consideration in the 
future studies. 

The influence of the Odrysian regal coinage on bronze coins mint- 
ing by some townlets of the Thracian coast under the control of the 
Odrysian Kingdom at the beginning of the second quarter of the 4th 
century B. G, as established in the studies carried out in the recent years, 
should not surprise. For a long time have the research workers drawn the 
attention to the influence of the coinage of Odrysian kings on some addi- 
tional symbols of the coinage of the large Greek towns on the coast of 
southern Thrace. 

It is considered that the tetradrachms and the tetrobols of Enos 
having the additional symbol of a „bipennis" and minted about 432-431 
B. C. probably reflect the relations of this town with Sitalces {May, 1950, 
108-109). In later issues of the same type of coins minted about 394/ 
393-392/391 B. C. the symbol of a „rhyton with a forepart of a goat" is 
interpreted as influenced probably by the relations between Enos and the 
Odrysae {May, 1950, 220-221, 362-364). 

Because of the presence of the additional symbol of a „rhyton with 
a forepart of a horse" on some coins issued by Maronea at the end of the 
5th century B. C. and the beginning of the 4th century B. C an opinion 
has been expressed that probably this symbol also reflects certain rela- 
tions between this town and the Odrysian Kingdom at that time {Tona- 
Aoe, 1994, 104-107). 

A more careful review of the additional symbols on silver coins of 
Abdera, Maronea, Enos and the confederative silver coinage of the towns 
of Thracian Chersonesus shows that a number of such additional sym- 
bols had appeared almost simultaneously. Some of these common sym- 
bols of the urban coins indicated are very similar to basic images and 
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additional symbols on coins of the Odrysian kings. 1 The existing differ- 
ences (usually insignificant) in dating the urban coins depending exactly 
on these additional symbols are probably due to the circumstance that 
different research workers have worked on different studies in different 
years, and a general study of the coinage of all towns of the region exam- 
ined has not yet been carried out with a view to taking into consideration 
the influence of the basic political forces acting in the region and among 
which the Odrysian Kingdom is dominating in the period of time studied. 
Since the present study relates to bronze coinage and especially the is- 
sues of the smallest denominations only, we shall express here our opin- 
ion on the influence of the Odrysian regal coinage on the coinage of the 
towns on the southern Thracian coast without examining it in detail. 

The Odrysian influence on silver coinage of the larger towns of the 
region is proved mainly by the presence of characteristic additional sym- 
bols derived from Odrysian regal symbols or the Odrysian regal coinage. 
Probably in response to particular historic events affecting both these 
towns and the Odrysian kings or on urban coins specially minted for part 
of the agreed taxes paid to the Odrysian Kingdom additional symbols 
related to Odrysian kings are put on some issues. 

The basic images on the obverse and the reverse of the bronze 
coins chiefly of the smaller and directly dependent towns on the southern 
Thracian coast are those connected with the principal worshipped gods 
in this region and with the Odrysian regal coinage. It can be assumed that 
such a coinage shows the beginning of a planned transition from the 
autonomous urban coinage to a regal-urban coinage practiced in the 
towns of the region of the Propontis. In this case the aim of stamping, as 
the main image on the urban bronze coins, the conical vessel with two 
handles representing the dynastic symbol of the coinage of the Odrysian 
kings residing in this region was not only to demonstrate their depen- 



1. As to the confederative character of silver coinage in Thracian Chersonesus 
and to some unpublished hitherto images and inscriptions on the reverse of 
such silver coins connected with the minting of the Odrysian kings see Tona- 
jiob, 2000, 89-103. We shall note here only the existence of an issuer of silver 
hemidrachms on the reverse of which is depicted a bipennis with the handle 
upwards in one of the four sectors and in two of the other sectors - the letters 
AM/A. A coin of this type of the author's collection is published in the study, 
and the possible connection is examined between these images of Amatokos 
coinage, the agreement made between Kotys's successors Berisades, Amatokos, 
Kersebleptes and Athens concerning their obligations in levying taxes from 
the Hellenic towns in Chersonesus and the minting between 359 and 356 B. 
C. of the commented issue of coins of Thracian Chersonesus used probably in 
the part of the tax paid to Amatokos. 
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dence but to point out in this way that the coins of the Odrysian kings 
should be accepted along with the urban coins as an equally valid means 
of exchange on the town markets, while the urban coins were admitted 
for use in the lands of the Odrysian Kingdom. We can judge thereof from 
a relatively larger number of such urban coins found in lands of today's 
Bulgaria which are very far from the regions of the usual circulation of 
the other types of urban bronze coins of small denomination issued by 
the Greek towns on Thracian coast. 

Since one and the same basic image is put on the reverse which 
determines the issuer of the type of coin at that time, the bronze coinage 
of small denomination commented here should be considered as belong- 
ing to issuers being in definite political and economic relations, i. e. as a 
confederative bronze coinage. The grounds therefor can be found in the 
coinage, during the 5th century B. C. in this region, of an exceptionally 
large number of issues of silver anepigraphic coins of the type 
„ Gorgon's (?) (probable the Great Mother Goddess?) head - concave 
square consisting of small squares forming a cross" for which we have 
exposed arguments that they represent coins of a confederative character 
of towns in the region of the Propontis, coins with which the annual taxes 
were paid to the Odrysian Kingdom probably at the request of the Odrysian 
kings themselves. Similar types of coins having a characteristic Thracian 
„barbarized" appearance are minted in Thracian mints in the southeast- 
ern part of the territories being under the rule of the Odrysian kings. All 
these coins were used fore trading within the interior of this part of the 
Odrysian Kingdom (TonaAoe, 2000, 105-118). The considerable 
confederative anepigraphic silver coinage of the towns and townlets of 
Thracian Chersonesus having begun later, about the second quarter of 
4th century B. C, offers another argument therefor, taking into consider- 
ation the fact unknown until recently that some issues of such coins with 
additional letters and symbols show their destination, i. e. the payment of 
the annual taxes to the Odrysian kings {TonaAoe, 2000, 81-104). What is 
most important in this case is that, when this confederative coinage started, 
almost all settlements in the region of Thracian Chersonesus had been 
under the rule of the Odrysian Kingdom, i. e. it means that this 
confederative coinage had been started on territories under the control 
of the Odrysian kings. 

The ever increasing number of different types of bronze coins of 
small denomination commented here and the proven use of the same for 
retail in the southeastern part of the Early Odrysian Kingdom enables to 
define these coins as specific confederative coins of towns having been, 
up to the middle of 4th century B. C, under the control of the Odrysian 
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kings in this region. Probably this is the first considerable confederative 
bronze coinage of small denomination in the antiquity. The final conclu- 
sions related thereto should be drawn after completion of the preliminary 
studies initiated at present and after publishing the information about dif- 
ferent coins of these types found near the coast of the Propontis. If the first 
opinions set forth are confirmed, this will be a new Thracian contribution 
to the ancient coinage, namely the appearance of a specific regal-urban 
coinage of a confederative character representing probably the first at- 
tempt to mint both regal and urban coins for the purpose of the retail. 

We have already noted at the beginning that this study represents 
only a preliminary study of the existing connection between the coinage 
of the kings of the senior branch of the Odrysian dynasty and the townlets 
in the territories directly controlled by these kings in southeastern Thrace. 
Its main objective is to present the bronze coins of small denomination 
probably unknown up-to-now with the image of a conical vessel with two 
handles, the initials HPAI, SA, AA or A/A, S(?) E(?)/BI (or Z(?) E(?)/BI and 
the multi-letter inscription of which the clearly legible letters are T (or E) 
and A (or Y) with a view to helping their further study. We hope that, 
after continuing the studies and after the exact determination of the issu- 
ers of the urban bronze coins of small denomination examined here and 
their relations with the Odrysian kings, some of the basic conclusions, 
which we have drawn and of which we shall mention the following, will 
be confirmed: 

- It is not the Greek towns on the Thracian coast that impose the 
selection of the basic and additional images and symbols on the coins of 
the Odrysian kings, but under the influence of the powerful Odrysian 
Kingdom a number of towns include in their coinage images and symbols 
connected with the Odrysian kings and the gods worshipped by them, 
these kings being also the high priests. 

- In the territories conquered the Odrysian kings created strong- 
holds consisting of Thracian settlements, the royal residences situated in 
their neighbourhood, famous sanctuaries (religious cult centres), small 
fortified towns and ports. From such bases control was exercised both 
over the local Thracian population and the Greek towns on the coast 
which were the basic source of revenues used with the idea of founding a 
large Thracian kingdom. The successes of Philip II in Thrace were 
achieved after many years of military operations, when his armies de- 
stroyed gradually these Odrysian bases along the southern Thracian coast 
and when the Odrysae were thrown back upon the initial territories of 
their tribal union along the upper and middle courses of the Maritza river 
and the Toundzha river. 
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- The bronze urban coins of small denomination with the image of 
the typical conical vessel with two handles belong to townlets of south- 
eastern Thrace under Odrysian control, and their minting should be dated 
chiefly in the first half of 4th century B. C 

- The identical main images of a conical vessel with two handles 
determining the issuers on the reverse of the bronze urban coins of small 
denomination commented here and coinciding with the same images put 
on the reverse of the coins of the early Odrysian kings residing in this 
region and the use of the same type of basic images on the obverse of 
such regal and urban coins define the confederative character of this 
urban coinage tolerated by the Odrysian kings which should be called for 
these reasons an early regal-urban coinage on the lands of ancient Thrace. 

We think that finding information about regal and urban coins of 
small denomination with the image of a conical vessel with two handles 
and the initials around it found in the territories of southeastern Thrace 
will represent the greatest contribution to the study of such coins. We hope 
that the present study will be of interest to the research workers of the 
museums in these regions who could present a much more complete pic- 
ture of the circulation of such coins in that epoch and in this way to 
outline more accurately the boundaries of the territories in which they 
are encountered most often. Since these are coins of the smallest de- 
nomination, of a forced rate of exchange in comparison with the coins of 
precious metals and encountered chiefly in the lands of their issuers and 
due to the lack of sufficient information from sources and epigraphic 
monuments, we expect that the provenance of such coins will define the 
regions in which they were minted and used. 

Our reasons to attach such a great importance to the provenance of 
single specimens of silver and particularly of bronze coins of small de- 
nomination reside, when determining the regions of their minting and 
use, in the conclusions drawn from the information collected by us until 
five years ago and related to the provenance, in the lands of today's Bul- 
garia, of more than 700 Odrysian regal coins having been minted from 
the middle of the 5th century B. C. to the middle of the 4th century B. 
C. This figure includes coins examined almost all by us personally. 
In addition we have received information about more than 1000 early 
Odrysian regal coins. We do not use this information directly but we take 
it into consideration with the necessary reservations \ The single speci- 

1. By 2005 the total number of Odrysian regal coins examined by us is about 
1350 and the total number of the pieces of additional information collected is 
about 1200. They do not include coins found in archaeological excavations in 
Bulgaria during the recent years. 
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mens of coins of small denomination found represent an exactly dated 
archaeological material. The fact that they are found predominatingly in 
given regions has a greater value than the finding of an impressive object 
of a precious metal, since such a precious object may have been hidden 
by chance exactly in this region, while the single specimens of coins found 
in large quantities of an insignificant purchase value and issued by one 
and the same ruling authority are not there by chance. 

In the present study we offer the conclusions drawn and published 
by us about the important strongholds probably built-up by the Odrysian 
kings and consisting of several Thracian settlements, royal residences 
situated near or in some of these settlements, fortified places of difficult 
access (forts), large cult (religious) complexes situated nearby, 
necropolises, etc. For this reason we shall draw the attention to the exist- 
ing similar royal strongholds in a number of regions in the Odrysian King- 
dom situated, generally speaking, near the upper and middle course of 
the Maritza river and the Toundzha river. The information collected by 
us shows that it is exactly in this region that the greater part of the Odrysian 
regal coins known to us have been found, i. e. their grouped provenance 
defines, to a certain extent, the important strongholds of the Odrysian 
Kingdom. In addition to their location near strategic and commercial 
roads, the surrounding territories of these centres allow the accommoda- 
tion, the feeding and the servicing of the king, his relatives, retainers, 
accompanying military detachments, visiting diplomatic representatives, 
traders, etc. The natives of these regions had to have at their disposal 
arable lands, pastures and cattle to be able to provide, for long periods of 
time, food, servicing, handicraft services, etc. We think that it is not by 
chance that the Odrysian kings „travelled over" their domains continu- 
ously, since only in this way the kings, their retainers and military detach- 
ments could have been provided for with everything that was necessary 
for definite periods of time by the relatively limited resources of the mul- 
tiple royal strongholds (bases, residences). Some of these Odrysian cen- 
tres have already been determined with certainty as basic residences used, 
in certain periods of time, as capitals (preferred residences) of the Odrysian 
kings, such as Kypsela, Seuthopolis, Kabyle and Odrosis known better as 
Philippopolis (as to the early existence of the largest Odrysian settlement 
Odrosis see Topalov, 2004, 87-106, 107-126, being the latest publication 
on this subject). The important information already collected and related 
to the provenance of Odrysian regal coins allows to delimit relatively 
accurately the main territories of the Odrysian Kingdom in general and 
in particular that the lands in the upper and middle course of the Arda 
river do not belong to them (TonaAoe, 1989; TonaAoe, 1994; TonaAoe, 
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1998; TonaAoe, 1999). The view adopted up to 1989 that the lands of the 
Odrysae are in the middle and lower course of the Arda river surprised 
already at that time the research workers backing up this opinion, since 
they established that, when the Odrysae had been at the summit of their 
power, there was not any rich burial in a tomb in this region, and noted 
that „.... the paradoxical situation that all Thracian tribes having inhab- 
ited lands to the north of the Rhodopes at those times had much larger 
tombs than the rulers of the Odrysian Kingdom - the Odrysae" and the 
fact that from the end of the 6th century B. C. and during the whole 5th 
century B. C. the tombs in these two regions were quite different (Bene- 
dufcoe, FepacuMoe, 1973, 65-67). If the Odrysae had inhabited these re- 
gions of the Rhodopes, archaeological materials usual for the territories 
ruled by them, including Odrysian regal coins in considerable quantities 
would have been inevitably been found there. Until several years ago not 
a coin of the type „silenus and nymph", nor early Odrysian regal coins 
were found in these parts of the Rhodopes. This information is not found 
only by us but it is confirmed by the results of the regular archaeological 
investigations as reported by collaborators of the museums in Kurdzhali 
and Smolyan (TonaAoe, 1994, 58-59). Only in the last few years (accord- 
ing to the information collected by us) some bronze coins of Amatokos, 
Kotys I and Teres II have been found quite near the sanctuary in the 
rocks near the village of Tatoul, and a little later about ten early Odrysian 
regal coins have been found in the frontier area near Zlatograd situated 
probably near a sanctuary in the rocks. To find such coins unusual for the 
region in such places can be explained by the fact that the sanctuaries are 
visited not only by the Thracians living nearby but by other inhabitants of 
Thracian lands passing by there on different occasions too.

This is the genealogy of the certain and supposed kindred relations 
of the kings known of the Odrysian Kingdom from the end of 6th to the 
third quarter of 4th century B. C. (Appendix 1) worked out on the basis 
of the author's studies (mainly TonaAoe, 1994; Topalov, 1994; TonaAoe, 
1998; TonaAoe, 2000; Topalov, 2000). To the same is enclosed the dia- 
gram (Appendix 2) of the periodical alternation of the supreme power 
over the Odrysae between the representatives of the senior branch of the 
dynasty after Teres I (Sparadokos, Seuthes I, Hebryzelmis and 
Kersebleptes ) and the representatives of the junior branch of the dy- 
nasty (Sitalces/Saratokos (?), Metokos, Amatokos and Teres II). 

The names of the members of the Odrysian dynasty after Teres I 
known and certain to have been Odrysian kings are written down in 
boxes with bold lines in the genealogy showing the kindred relations 
(Appendix 1). The certain kindred relations between them are shown 
with bold horizontal and vertical lines and the supposed ones are shown 
with dotted lines. Representatives of the dynasty of a probable uncon- 
firmed Odrysian origin appeared after the death of Kotys I are also shown 
in this genealogy. 

The power and its transfer between the representatives of the dy- 
nasty are shown in a chronological diagram (Appendix 2). The vertical 
dark rectangles show the periods of time B. C, when the members of 
both main branches of the dynasty were kings. The dotted dark rect- 
angles show the periods of time for which there is some information that 
the future king had ruling rights simultaneously with a representative of 
the other branch of the dynasty. The dotted bright rectangles show the 
periods of time for which there are reasons to believe that the future king 
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probably had ruling rights together with a representative of the other 
branch of the dynasty. 

The senior branch of the dynasty is represented on the right and the 
junior branch of the dynasty is represented on the left of the diagram. 
The names of the kings are surrounded by vertical and horizontal lines 
on which the years when it is considered that they were ruling are marked. 
The relatively sure periods of time when they were kings are shown with 
bold lines, while the broken lines show the uncertain ones. 

In the middle of the diagram is indicated with vertical and horizon- 
tal lines with arrows whose was the supreme power and how it was trans- 
ferred from one branch of the dynasty to another, this power having 
been officially divided, after Kotys I, between the representatives of the 
branches of the dynasty who had the right to rule (in detail in TonaAoe, 
1994, 131-162; Topalov, 1994, 121-150).

In this catalogue with illustrations of the early Thracian tribal coins 
(6th-5th Century B. C.) are given the main types and some of their de- 
nominations. When compiling it, the objective was not to illustrate the 
first published coin of every type and denomination, but to show the best 
preserved specimen from the publications to which the author had ac- 
cess. 

When presenting the early Odrysian regal coins, an attempt has 
been made to illustrate all types and denominations of the coins known 
to the author, The photos citing the studies of V. Dobruski and N. 
Moushmov show the type of Odrysian regal coins known up to 1961 and 
published by the researchers having worked before 1900 in our country 
and in the western European countries. It is possible to establish the 
considerable contribution of the Bulgarian research workers to the fur- 
ther study of the early Odrysian regal coinage from the descriptions and 
photos presented of the first new types of these coins cited in the publica- 
tions of A. Rogalski, Y. Youroukova, K. Dimitrov, S. Topalov and M. 
Manov thus having become known to the public. 

In the catalogue are reflected some new views related to the deter- 
mination of the issuers of the coins „silenus and nymph", „ Gorgon's head 
- concave square with small concave squares located in its angles and 
forming a cross in the middle" and the coins bearing the name of 
Saratokos. A (?) sign is added after them with a view to pointing out the 
debatable character of the new determinations made. 

When giving the denominations of the different types of coins pre- 
sented in the catalogue, it is mainly their determination in the studies 
specified that has been adopted, showing as well the weights of the coins 
illustrated in the relative publications. In the cases, when the weights of 
some coins of a given type are different from the weights of their de- 
nomination accepted as established at present, a differentiating marking 
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of their denomination is adopted. The sign is introduced to emphasize 
the debatable character of the new determination. 

At the end of the catalogue there is a table showing the quantities 
known to the author of Odrisian tribal coins minted on the teritory of the 
Odrisian tribal union and the Early Odrisian Kingdom, anepigraphic types 
of coins minted on the teritory of the Early Odrisian Kingdom and the 
coins of the early Odrisian Kings. However similar coins found during 
the excavations near the village of Vetren (Emporion Pistyros) are not 
included in this information. 

It is considered in different studies that some rare types of electron 
coins were also minted in addition to the silver Thracian tribal coins 
presented in the catalogue. Such election issues are not included in the 
present catalogue.
